"When I went to school, about a 


hundred years ago, there was a tall, 
freckled, gangling boy, who talked 
through his nose, with a sort of whine 
that sounded like filing a saw. There 
was to be a school entertainment, and 
this boy was down for a recitation. 
The teacher never asked him what he 
was going to recite, but gave him the 1 
right of way. Teachers continue to 
ake the same mistake, even as we go 
to press.

"This boy stood up before the school

It was written by a 
Journeyman poet who put In seven j 
years at it. in the time when they had 
ten-hour days. 
He wanted to leave 
behind him a poem that would stand 
the severest tests of the government 
Inspectors, and he did. In my opinion 
there is nothing better In any lan­ 
guage.

Federal Investigation And Special Grand Jury; 
Probe Expected to Reveal Spark Which Set 
Race War Off and Cost 100 Lives. 


With the blackened ruins of negro shacks and the shat­ 
tered walls of the homes of maiiy whites rearing 
their still 
[smoking walls toward the heavens, Gov. Robertson, of Okla­ 
homa quickly ordered a special Grand Jury investigation to 
determine the cause of the outbreak. 
Sweeping in its scope 
was the race war which took as toll the lives of 100 whites 
and blacks wjio mixed in the fiercest hand to hand 
fighting 
ever, witnessed in the streets of the flourishing oil metropolis, 
which sprang as if by magic from the petroleum laden fields 
several years ago. 


Ugly rumors have crept in regarding the. cause of the 
racial battle. Early press reports blamed it on the utter im­ 
morality of a gang of negroes who attempted to take one of 
their color from the confines of the county jail, where he had 
been taken pending hearing on a charge of assaulting a white 
girl. Later reports had it that members of the gang were also 
included in the ranks of several colored fraternal organiza­ 
tions, namely the Blood Brehtern, whose agitators were claim­ 
ed to have been responsible for urging their black companions 
to deeds of fury and bloodshed in retaliation for alleged in­ 
discriminations against their race. 


And last, but not least, is the tale that the riot was incited 
by the whites at the special urging of several men who de.- 
sired to run black laborers out of Tulsa. 
Y.'hatever it is, the 
responsiblity for the outrage against civilization and the Con­ 
stitution of the United States of America should be placed, 
and the guilty ones made to bear the consequences. 


A federal investigation may also follow close 
on the 
heels of the state probe.

KEYSTONE STATE MAKES PROGRESS 


In 1910 A B Ross began work in Bedford County, Penn­ 
sylvania, as an "agriculturist" .of the Eureau of Plant Indus­ 
try. 
He was a sort of pre-county agent employed by the De­ 
partment of Agriculture to see what could be done in the north­ 
ern states by working personally with farmers in a restricted 
territory. 
The organized county agent work did not begin in 
Pennsylvania until 1912. Since that time the work has made 
a steady progress. It is Pennsylvania's boast that it has never 
had a backward movement and has never lost a bounty. 
There 
are now 60 county agents at work with four of the remaining 
7 counties clamoring for the appointment of a man 


The -Federal Agricultural Census shows that during the 
past ten years, Pennsylvania has advanced 
from 
sixteenth 
j to seventh State in agricultural standing. 
There has been a 
steady increase in crop production, stock-raising and better 
farming methods. 
This remarkable 
progress is 
coincident 
with the development of the cooperative extension service in 
the State with a battery of county agents 
reenforced by a 
group of extension specialties. 
Other factors no 
doubt have 
contributed but the only new factor not previously operating 
has been the extension service, and to it is properly given'the 
chief credit 
A comparative study of census data and exten­ 
sion effort in various counties throughout the country discloses 
some interesting parallels' and deductions 


LOOK OVER YOUR BINDER 


If you haven't alreadv done so, go over your binder care­ 
fully right now, and find out just what parts needs repairing or 
replacing. 


Be sure that all canvases are in good condition, if not, re­ 
place with new ones. 


Examine every part carefully, giving special attention to 
the cutter bar, making sure that the guards are in line and the 
guard plates and sickle sections are in good cutting order. 
A 
liberal supply of kerosene is fine to loosen the bearings which 
often are found a little tight due to paint, dried grease, dirt 
and rust 
It is an excellent idea to kerosene the guards and 
blade to cut off old dirt and rust 


Bear in mind that good machine oil should be used freely 
when starting and applied frequently during the entire harvest 
We always oil up at least every houi'. 
Oftener would be better 


In oiling be sure and do not overlook any of the small oil 
holes. Oil is far cheaper than new machinery. 


The following practical rules when carefully 
observed 
will aid greatly in helping to keep your binder in operation and 
avoid idle hours during harvest season. 


First—Remember, that grain* cannot be cut with a nearly 
worn out or broken machine. 


Second—See that all needed repairs are ordered at least 
ten days in advance of harvesting. 


Third—Never attempt to operate the binder with badly 
worn or pieced up canvases. 


Fourth—Do not give the machine a thorough oiling when 
commencing and expect that to be sufficient to cut the entire 
crop. 


Fifth—Oil all bearings frequently, using a little at each 
application. 


Sixth—See that the machine is protected frdm the weather 
at all times 
Do not leave it in the field 
Put it under shelter 
every night. 


Seventh—Keep the tool box well equipped with bolts, 
wrenches, sections, guards, etc., for emergency repair work. 


Eighth—Test the machine a few hundred yards by driv­ 
ing around (while in gear) before entering > (the grain field, so 
as to see that it runs smoothly and everything is O. K.—Farm 
Life.
